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THE APPELLATE Court of Indiana recently decided 
that the city of Washington had no rights in a suit 
to recover a donation made by the city 


Free to the Collier Shovel and Stamping 
ey Company in case the company should 


fail to operate its factory for ten years. 
It seems that, when the Collier company located its 
factory at Washington, Indiana, an inducement was 
made by the city. This donation was given upon the 
agreement that the company would continue to main- 
tain its plant and force of employes in the city for ten 
years. Recently the company decided to vacate it: 
plant, and the suit was the result. The factory r: 
from March until September of the same year. 

In holding that the contract between the city and 
the company was void as against public policy and 
gave no claims to the prosecution, Judge Roby said: 

“There have been many attempts made to appropri- 
ate public funds for the encouragement of manufac- 
tories, but the power to do so has been universally de- 
nied. The benefit resulting to the local public of a 
town by the establishment of manufactories is not dif- 
ferent in kind from the benefit to such public arising 
from the establishment and operation of grocery 
stores: The manufacturer, the merchant, the mechanic 
and the laborer are equal promoters of the public good 
and equally entitled to public aid. 

“No line can be drawn in favor of one of them to 
the exclusion of the others, and a recognition of the 
right thus to distribute money procured by taxation 
would subject the municipalities to importunities and 
impositions innumerable.” 

In denying that the claimant had any rights in the 
matter, the court intimated that the donation may be 
recovered in a different action not based on the void 
contract. 

The action of some factories in selecting a site for 
a plant, receiving a donation from the local authori- 
ties, and then absconding after having been in opera- 
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tion only a nominal time, is a grievance that demands 
legislative consideration. In addition to despoiling 
local communities, these factories reflect upon the 
character of the whole movement, which is not essen- 
tially wrong. A large factory is unquestionably a 
value to the community in which it is located. The 
community becomes known as a manufacturing center, 
and the employes of the company increase the trade 
of the community. Its prestige is increased in a score 
of other ways. We see no reason to deny that a free 
site in a certain community should be given to manu- 
facturing establishments who locate therein. It is 
proper that young factories just starting in business 
should be offered every inducement. Railroads have 
taken, up this matter and there is keen competition 
between them for the location of factories along their 
individual routes. The criminally inclined amongst 
manufacturers have put a black eye over the whole 
movement, but prompt action on the part of legisla- 
tures will correct the evil. 








WITH THE annual meetings of the great state retail 

hardware organizations a matter of the immediate 

present, it is well for jobbers and man- 

AWord  ufacturers to recognize one distinct dif- 

of Caution. ference between the 1906 and previous 

gatherings. In five instances retailers 

have shown themselves generous in the extreme, by 

providing halls for convention purposes which they 

will sublet to exhibitors at reasonable rates. The act 

shows an honest endeavor on the part of retail organ- 

izations to repay in small installments the moral and 

financial obligations under which they have been 
placed by friendly jobbers and manufacturers. 

Jobbers and manufacturers can reciprocate and con- 
firm the wisdom of the inaugurators of the plan or 
they can materially assist in its condemnation. 
Whether they assist or defeat the measure undertaken 
for their. benefit depends upon their conduct at the 
meetings. The annual gatherings were decided upon, 
not to introduce manufacturers’ novelties, but to ce- 
ment friendship between retailers, to improve trade 
conditions, to gather together the different parts and 
make one united, invincible whole. The exhibits are 
interesting, to be sure, and instructive, but merely as 
a side show. They are not the primary purpose of the 
meetings. 

Exhibitors will evince their appreciation of the 
hearty good-will shown by retailers by not continuing 
displays after sessions have been called and by not 
“spiriting members away.” An inimical attitude on 
the part of exhibitors will call forth a quick response 
from members. While the subletting of booths works 
to the association’s advantage as much as to the ex- 
hibitors, it is probable that the hotel plan will be re- 
verted to, in case exhibitors do not co-operate in mak- 
ing the sessions popular. 

A little magnanimity, a small amount of unselfish 
loyalty, the broad-mindedness that sees beyond a small 
immediate gain, are all that are needed to make the 
five conventions, conducted under the new hall plan, 
the most successful ever held by any retail organiza- 
tion in the United States. There is absolutely no limit 
to the possibilities. There is no reason why all the 
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objectionable features should not be removed. There 
is no reason why manufacturers and jobbers should 
not find them more profitable and members more help- 
ful than ever before in the history of retail hardware 
organization. 








AMERICANS are apt, we believe, to overlook the tre- 
mendous benefit of their trade press while smacking 
their lips over the industrial develop- 
Justa ment of the country. Inventors, manu- 
Few Roses. facturers, the great distributing jobbers, 
the ever-obliging retailers—all receive 
their quota of praise in the halls of fame—all except 
the factor that brings them together, the trade press. 
It would perhaps be too much to say that the trade 
press of the United States is responsible for the great 
industrial development. It is properly an outgrowth 
It is significant, however, that just as the industria) 
growth of the United States has exceeded that of any 
other living or dead nation, so has the growth of its 
trade papers, and to-day the United States is supreme 
in both the theoretical and the practical schools—the 
manufacturing-selling and the publishing. 

Americans realize niore than any other people that 
manufactures are as important as politics and the 
sciences. They realize that philosophy tends to reveal 
the cause, course and end of our. existence, but that 
industry is more praiseworthy, because it accepts 
things as they are, not asking the why or the where- 
fore, striving to make existence more peaceful, more 
happy, more secure. 

As tending to further the worthy endeavor of the 
business man, no factor is more helpful than the trade 
press. It takes up every real improvement, aids by 
encouragement where encouragement is needed, and 
is desirable, commends, criticizes and condemns. It 
does for the business man what the scientific, philo- 
sophical, political papers do for their respective fields. 
The reward for the trade press is small. The glory 
almost nothing. Are we pardoned this small bouquet? 








RANDOM SKETCHES,

Providence or improvidence is a matter that seems 
so utterly uncontrollable when applied to money af- 
fairs that few people are able to offer a satisfactory 
answer as to what method of treatment should be ap- 
plied in training children to be economical. 
In one family there is a child who is so tight 
with his coin as to emulate old Skin Flint 
himself. In the same family there is another 
offspring whose reckless extravagance exceeds all 
bounds and who tips the porter with a half dol- 
lar for a ten-cent shine. The two children have been 
brought up in the same manner. Their lives have been 
passed in the same environment. They have had the 
same training and the same example. Their methods 
of distributing the coin of the realm are entirely dif- 
ferent. 

As in every other matter, there must, however, be 
some cause for the economy of the. provident individ- 
ual and the extravagance of the improvident one. A 
slight study will reveal the development of an eco- 
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nomical nature or its contrary. My dear friend, Ella 
Wheeler Wilcox, in the unspeakable sheet to which she 
contributes, announces in a pang of woe and pathos, 
that a certain couple “became objects of public char- 
ity, because they had in their early day been able 
to get money. for the asking, and because 
they had found it easy to have their bills paid 
by other people.” This statement begs the ques- 
tion. Instead of explaining why improvidence 
exists in certain individuals and not in others, it ex- 
plains how the instilled vice was developed. In order 
to discover why reckless extravagance exists in some 
people in spite of the most careful training, we shall 
have to go a little deeper. 

Ella implies in the statement quoted above, and 
affirms in other places in her article, that improvidence 
is the direct effect of too much money. I believe that 
extravagance is the result of too little money. 


“But take the case of young Sanger Pullman,” you 
ask, “a looser chap, when it came to footing up bills, 
never lived on God’s green earth. He would pay for 
your dinner, for your booze, for your shoes and then 
tuck a $20 bill in your inside vest pocket while you 
were not looking. No one ever dared to call him a 
tight wad and yet he inherited more than a pittance.” 


The stork comes and leaves a small bundle and the 
neighbors arrive a little later, immediately examine 
the being, scrutinizing every feature to discover those 
that resemble the father and mother. One dame is 
positive that the cherub has his mother’s nose, while 
the godmother-to-be is positive that the ruby orifice 
containing an outlet for the shrill lungs and an inlet 
for the milk bottle, could not be made more like that 
of the proud and happy father’s if she had done the 
work herself. “And those eyes and that hair,” ex- 
claims another admirer, “might have been taken from 
his daddy’s head. If his father were not in this very 
room at this very moment, I could swear that some 
person had robbed him of his blinders and the few 
hairs that crown his pate.” 

Just as women look for evidences of material like- 
ness between the parents and their offspring, the 
world looks for mental and moral similarity proceed- 
ing from inheritance. No person can change all the 
attributes or even a majority of the attributes that 
proceed from his forefathers. In the same way, 
whether a person is provident or improvident, de- 
pends very largely not upon his training so much as 
upon the corresponding attribute handed down by his 
parents. In the case.of Sanger Pullman, I should 
say that the improvidence referred to was be- 
queathed him by his father. His father was extrava- 
gant, as much so probably as his son, but because the 
old man supplied the ebbing tide with fresh, monetary 
acquisitions, the loss was not felt so greatly nor was 
it so apparent to the world. The old man knew how to 
make money as well. as how to spend it. 

As stated above, I feel that extravagant habits are 
the result of too little, rather than too much money. 
Extravagant people are those who are not acquainted 
with shekels to a great extent—those whose parents 
experienced the delight of being rich rather late in the 
game. Talk to an economical person and ask him how 
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his parents treated him in regard to pin money when 
he was young. He will answer—and I'll bet you'll 
hardly find one exception to the rule—that as soon as 
he was able to tell a twenty-five-cent piece from a 
penny, his parents started him on a certain allowance, 
pretty generous for a child. He was always able to 
purchase the chewing gum, or the top, or the baseball 
bat, or anything else upon which he had set his fancy. 
He learned to know the relative value of a quarter and 
a baseball bat and was never so highly imbued with 
the desire to purchase one of these articles that he 
would have given his soul to get them. 

The charm in most things results from the diffi- 
culty with which they are to be had. The charm dis- 
appears if the child realizes that it can have any of the 
candy in the window. It gradually begins to compare 
the relative value of the quarter in its pocket and the 
candy in the window. It realizes that it can have 
either, and argues as to which is the preferable. 
There is no incessant mania for buying, such as the 
child who is brought up with an allowance amount- 
ing to little or nothing invariably possesses. The child 
brought up with no allowance would give the world 
for a nickel or a quarter or a half dollar to buy some- 
thing, to buy a hundred things. Money is not recog- 
nized for its own value. 

There are many other different factors which will 
ultimately determine whether a man will be a tight 
wad or an easy. For instance, the amount of self- 
confidence possessed by a man cuts a big figure. A 
man with little self-confidence is apt perhaps to ex- 
pend more money on his clothes or his meals and on 
other methods of displaying his wealth. The man with 
a great deal of self-confidence, with blue blood for 
two hundred years back, will realize that he is a 
gentleman and a superior being without the accessories 
of wealth. He will see to it that he is not done and 
will aim to get more for his money than the man who 
is not quite certain whether he is a gentleman or not. 

You will note that the improvident individual is 
always the one who has been afflicted with some sud- 
den change of worldly wealth. This, in itself, implies 
that the subject is not acquainted with the changed 
monetary conditions. 

In the main, then, I affirm that if a child is given 
a generous allowance in his youth, if his parents always 
possessed it in abundance, and his parents’ parents 
were never obliged to argue financial questions in a 
whisper because they were afraid of being overheard 
by the servants, I believe that that child will grow 
up neither a piker nor a mark. He will be consistently 
what is regarded as an economical person.

There are many elevated railroad doors which 
will open only to the initiated. The jobbing trade, the 
manufacturing, seem perplexing to hardware dealers. 
The trade of the hardware dealer seems intricate to 
one only acquainted with dry goods. One never realizes 
his possibilities until his possibilities have been tried. 
What one mortal can do others can do. What is pos- 
sible for another, should be possible for you. Don’t 
be turned away without trying. The elevated railroad 
door will open if you touch it. The vines will part 
at your approach.

The 
pleasures of the sport have been restricted in the main 
to the wealthy and the game itself has been insep- 
arably connected with what some people are pleased 
to call dudes. That all people who participate in the 
game are not dudes is a fact which should not be 
overlooked by people who aim to understand human 
nature. The case of Chandler Egan, national amateur 
golf champion, is a marked example. 

The national amateur golf champion is twenty-one 
years old.

McTyer, treasurer, and R. H. Hill, secretary and 
manager. : 

The annual meeting of the Century Stove Manu- 
facturing Company was held at Johnstown, Pennsyl- 
vania, on January 13th. The old board of directors 
was re-elected. Reports show that the company’s af- 
fairs are in good condition. 

Abraham, Frieda, George and Helen Elias, all of 
Newark, New Jerséy, are the incorporators of the 
Wood Mantel & Chandelier Company, 250 Belmont 
avenue, Newark, capiialized at $25,000 to manufac- 
ture mantels and chandeliers. 

The plant of the Shelby Stove Company of Shelby, 
Ohio, which was destroyed by fire January 9th, was 
valued at $15,000.

The accompanying illustration shows a lighting sys- 
tem that has been before the public for more than 
five years and was used extensively by exhibitors at 
the St. Louis World’s Fair. It has been used in all 
the buildings in the public parks of the city of St. 
. Louis for the past four years. 

It consists of a galvanized and double riveted boiler 





This tank is fitted with an air gauge and filler, also 
separate valves for pump connection and connection 
for a hollow wire running to the lamps. 

The tank is placed wherever most convenient and 
accessible. The tubing is flexible and can be placed 
around corners or concealed the same as electric 
wires. Each lamp can be operated independently of 
the others. Any number of lamps may be attached to 
this system. The inside lamp is not affected by 
draught and the outside lamp is protected against ac- 
tion of wind and weather. The hood on the outside 
lamp is aluminum and proof against rust or damage 
from exposure. The generator in these lamps, which 
is the only wearing part about the system, is so con- 
structed as to absorb the parafine and carbon that 
clogs many generators and remains in good working 
order for from three to four years. A new generator 
is easily set in at small cost.

outh Dakota Dealers 





Sioux Falls, S. D.,- Jan. 19—The first annual convention 
of the South Dakota Retail Hardware Dealers’ association 
was called to order at Mitchell Wednesday forenoon, Jan. 17. 
The sessions were held in the city auditorium. One hundred 
and fifty representatives of the trade were present, the at- 
tendance being much larger than was anticipated. 

Edward Hawkins, of Vermilion, was made chairman, and 
E. I. Gregory, of Alexandria, was-tchosen secretary. Com- 
mittees were appointed to prepare a constitution and set of 
by-laws, and to nominate officers for the new association. 

Among the features of the afternoon session on Wednes- 
day was an address by O. L. Schutz, of Minneapolis. Mr. 
Schutz said in part: 


ADDRESS OF 0. L. SCHUTZ. 


“Necessities for organization are so self-evident that it 
is impossible for any wide-awake merchant to dodge the issue 
any longer. It is not for me to make even a rude outline of 
the many difficulties that now beset the retail merchant. The 
trend of the trade toward elimination of the middle-man 
grows more evident every day. 

“People do business in your state, in your city and in 
vour territory who are like the lily—they neither sow, nor do 
they spin, but they reap, and the harvest is not one of tares. 
They neither pay taxes, build roads, support churches, buy 
tickets to benefits, nor do they even populate the-graveyard— 
but they sell goods in your territory. 

“Your friend, the jobber, for if the jobber isn’t your 
friend you haven’t got one, is meeting much the same trouble 
that you are. There are certain manufacturers who are try- 
ing to do the in and out shoot act, and by so doing cut out 
the jobbers’ and retailers’ profits. 

“These very people stand knocking at the door of com- 
merce to-day, demanding that the government shall throw 
open the mail service to their packages—to further burden the 
postal service and to further tax the American people in aid 
of their business. You and your associate retailers of South 
Dakota have blocked the schemes of another class of here-to-day 
and there-to-morrow trade pirates in passing the peddlers’ law 
two years ago. 

“There are now before congress three bills—one for the 
parcels post, a parcels post free delivery system, and the third 
would combine a third and fourth-class mail matter. 

“The first and second are well understood, but the third 
would give the retail, mail-order concerns a net saving of 
nearly eight cents per pound on postage. The retailers in 
this state might stand up and howl against these bills until you 
split your throats, and the answer would be exactly what the 
wild waves are always saying—nothing more tangible. But 
let all the retailers of the state shout their opposition through 
association resolutions and your congressmen and senators 
would do their best to punch holes through the Henry bills.” 

Mr. Schutz referred to the class of people who never pay 
their bills, and spoke of the advantages that would accrue to 
the merchants in the co-operation against this class, suggest- 
ing a central office in some part of the state in charge of a 
secretary, with whom could be filed the names of the dead- 
beats in the towns. This information could be spread around 
and an end put to the system. 

Mr. Schutz also suggested the abolishing of the system 
of cutting prices in a town, and for the business men to stand 
together, not, however, in the form of a trust on prices, but 
merely as a business proposition. He considered price-cutting 
reprehensible enough and sufficiently expénsive to impress 
itself upon all thinking merchants as one of the most serious 
evils in the retail trade. 


In closing Mr. Schutz spoke with special reference to the 
enforcement of the peddlers’ law, and stated that the law had 
been proved constitutional, and that if peddlers invaded any 
territory in the state and sold goods it was the fault of the 
retail merchants themselves, for they had the law behind them 
and the officers to enforce it when they have been notified of 
its violation. 

Mr. Schutz congratulated the hardware men on the con- 
summation of the organization, and expressed the belief that 
much good would result in the years to come from the step 
which had been taken at this time. 

The convention, without a dissenting vote, adopted a con- 
stitution and by-laws and took further steps to perfect the 
first organization of retail hardware men in the history of 
the state.

The following were elected members of the executive 
committee: E. I. Gregory, Alexandria; F. J. Birkinbine, 
Scotland; H. E. Johnson, Redfieldy F. Rummel, Sioux Falls; 
M. H. Gosche, Mitchell; John Roper, Parker; F. O. Steens- 
land, Beresford; Noah Keller, Woonsocket; B. G. Wattson, 
Chamberlain. 

E. D. Hawkins, of Vermilion, and Noah Keller, of Woon- 
socket, were elected delegates to the national convention of 
hardware men, which meets in Chicago next summer. 

When it came to selecting the place for the next annual 


- convention; a communication from the Commercial Club, of 


Mitchell, was’ read, inviting the hardware men to also hold 
their next convention in that city. 

There were a number of men in attendance from the 
northern part of the state, and they expressed the belief that 
it would be to the best interests of the association to hold the 
next convention in the northern part of the state. When the 
ballots were counted, Mitchell had twenty-three votes and 
Aberdeen twenty-nine, and thus Aberdeen was selected as the 
place for holding the convention next year. 

The closing session of the convention was an exceptional- 
ly interesting one, in that a discussion of various subjects was 
taken up. One of the matters that caused more or less dis- 
cussion was the way in which some of the merchants handled 
their competition. 

E. I. Gregory, of Alexandria, stated that his methods 
had proven successful and had extended to several other 
merchants in that town. He stated that he confined himself 
exclusively to the hardware trade, and while he formerly 
carried crockery, fruit jars, etc., he had now cut them en- 
tirely out of his line of goods, so as not to interfere with the 
line of the grocers. 

Since doing this, he stated, the grocers who formerly car- 
ried enameled ware and a few other things that belonged 
to the hardware line, had taken those goods from their 
shelves, and they thus did not cut into one another’s business. 
The method is proving very satisfactory, and Mr. Gregory 
urged his fellow hardware dealers to give it a triak when they 
reached home. 

Z. Richey, of Yankton, expressed himself as believing in 
an improvement in social conditions that surround the busi- 
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ness men of a town; that if the business men would get to- 
gether and have a social smoker occasionally, and talk over 
business matters, that there would be less friction in trade. 
Fred J. Vetsch, a member of the executive committee of 
the South Dakota Traveling Men’s association, addressed the 
convention and presented the relations that should exist be- 
tween the retailer and the traveling man. Mr. Vetsch de- 
clared that these two ought to be in pretty close touch, and 
that in his experience he had found it to be beneficial to both, 
inasmuch as one is more or less dependent upon the other. 
L. S. Tyler, of Sioux Falls, secretary of the South Dakota 
Retail Merchants’ association, was called upon for a few re- 
marks. He responded and among other things congratulated 
the hardware men for the splendid success of their first meet- 
ing. He stated that the other merchants of the state were 
strongly in sympathy with the subjects that were taken up. 
A. F. Grim, of Mitchell, president of the association of 
which Mr. Tyler is secretary, addressed the convention briefly 
along the line of encouraging the members to sustain their 
officers in every step which will aid in strengthening and in 
extending the influence of their organization. 
A short time prior to the final adjournment the conven- 
tion adopted the following resolutions: 


RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved, That we thank the committee which has spent 
so much of their effort to bring about the organization of this 
association. 

Resolved, That we thank the city of Mitchell for its kind 
and courteous treatment during this convention. 

Resolved, That we thank the Commercial League for. ex- 
tending to us the use of their hall and their courteous en- 
tertainment. 

Resolved, That every member of this association put 
forth every effort within his power to defeat the parcels post 
bill. 

Resolved, That the sale by either jobbers or manufac- 
turers of hardware to local contractors or consumers is det- 
rimental to our interests and that any such sale when known 
to a member of the association shall be reported by him to 
the executive committee. 

Resolved, That every member of this association shall 
buy, as far as possible, from only legitimate hardware jobbers. 

Resolved, That each and every member of this associa- 
tion shal! put forth every effort to enforce the peddler and 
transient merchant law. 

The first convention of the hardware men was. an un- 
qualified success from beginning to end, and the members 
expressed themselves as being very glad that the start for an 
independent organization was made this year. The associa- 
tion starts out with a good membership, which will be rapidly 
increased.

A GOOD SYSTEM. 





A strong argument for the centralized system of 
conducting business affairs is the reduction in the cost 
of production and distribution. The greater the num- 
ber of articles of a similar kind manufactured, the 
smaller the cost per article. Railroads offer greatly 
reduced rates for articles shipped in car loads and 
train loads. These facts have been taken advantage 
of by the Continental Company of Detroit, Michigan. 

The Continental Company is now selling the prod- 
uct of nearly all the screeri door and window screens 
in the country. In order to provide smaller freight 
rates, they have established six hundred and two dis- 
tribution points throughout the country. Orders re- 
ceived from retailers by jobbers are assembled in the 
factories in cars which go to these distribution points 
and the goods, excepting those for retailers located 
at these points, are then reshipped to tributary towns 
and villages. Inasmuch as the car load rates of 
freight from factories is usually less than one-half the 
cost of freight on less than car loads, retailers are in 
this way enabled to save from twenty-five cents to 
$1.50 per dozen on screen doors and from ten to fifty 
cents per dozen on windows and window screen 
frames. 

These cars go forward during the month of Febru- 
ary, although additional cars to some points may 
be made up later, in case local demand warrants. In 
order to avail themselves of these lower rates, retail- 
ers will find it necessary to place orders in the hands 
of jobbers at an early date. Orders sent to jobbers 
must be forwarded to factories early enough so the 
factories will have sufficient time to get together the 
assortments necessary for each car. 

Notwithstanding the condition of the wire cloth 
market, lumber conditions are such as to prevent any 
reduction in the price of screen doors during the pres- 
ent season. Prices on screen goods are firm.

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INTERSECTIONS AND PATTERNS FOR A BATH 
TUB. 








Replying to the request of F. W. Shutt, La Moure, 
North Dakota, we submit the following: 

The problem involved in the curved end of the 
bath tub, is the intersection of the circular base of 
a scalene cone with a horizontal plane, and the inter- 
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section of a frustrum of a scalene cone with a plane 
parallel to the base. As both the bases of the scalene 
cone are circles, the solution will serve for the inter- 
section of a tapering pipe with a square end cut of a 
round pipe, besides you will have an offset. The same 
operations are performed to obtain a flaring top for 
a cylinder, the opening at the top being placed on a 
line with the center, but not over the center of the 
base. In all problems involving irregular flaring ar- 
ticles, the solutions can be applied. 


SOLUTION ON DRAWING BOARD. 


Referring to the illustration, the elevation of the 
bath tub is shown in an inverted position. The line 
GL is the ground line and also represents the top of 
the bath tub in elevation. The line FE represents the 
hottom of the bath tub in the elevation. The perpen- 
dicular height of the bath tub is shown in elevation 
by the line GF. The bevel of the sides of the bath 
tub is indicated by the line ON, the distance NC being 
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equal to the distance BX in the plan. The line LE 
shows the slant of the bath tub at the circular end. 
PLAN OF THE BATH TUB. 

The plan of the top of the bath tub is shown by 
AB, and the large semi-circle as shown by the points 
of division I-2-3-4-5-4-3-2-1. The plan of the bottom 
of the bath tub is indicated by XY, and the small semi- 
circle, CRD. The center point of the large semi-circle 
is R, the center point of the small semi-circle is S. 

Draw the horizontal line through the centers R and 
S in the plan indefinite. Draw the lines connecting the 
points IC and ID, respectively, and continue each line 
to intersect the horizontal line you have just drawn 
at the point P’. The lines IC and ID are the projected 
views of the joint between the sides and the curved end 
of the bath tub. When.you lay out a pattern for any 
article whose sides are straight, to be joined to a 
cone-shaped end, you must draw a line perpendicularly 
to each straight side, and each line so drawn must 
pass through the center point of the circle of the end. 
Those lines are tangent to the curve at the point where 
the straight line joins the curve. For further instruc- 
tion in regard to tangent lines, the reader of this arti- 
cle is referred to any book on geometry. 

Therefore, in the plan, draw the line IV perpendicu- 
lar to AI, passing through the center point R, and ter- 
minating in the ground line at point V. Likewise 
draw a perpendicular line through point D, passing 
through point S, the center of the small semi-circle, 
also through point C, and terminating in the ground- 
line at point O. As radial lines drawn on the surface 
of a cone, or any conical-shaped article, always meet 
at the vertex, it follows that P’, the point where ID 
and IC extended intersect in the plan, is the horizontal 
projection of the vertex of the cone. From P’ draw a 
vertical line indefinite. Extend line LE to intersect 
the indefinite line just drawn at P, establishing the 
vertex of the cone in the elevation. Divide the large 
semi-circle in plan in points 1-2-3-4-5-4-3-2-1, and 
through each point of division draw a line intersecting 
P’ in the plan. Those lines are the horizontal traces of 
auxiliary planes, which pass through the curved end 
of the bath tub, and all the planes intersect each other 
at point P, the vertex of the cone. 

Conceive the line GL as a hinge, revolve the paper 
towards you until the paper is at right angles to the 
plan; move point L to point 5 in the plan, then point 
P is directly above F’, point E is above point R. Turn 
the paper back to its proper position. From P”’ in the 
plan as a center, revolve points I-2-3-4 to intersect the 
line R5 in points a-b-c-d; from the points draw per- 
pendicular lines to meet the ground line GL, and con- 
tinue each line in an inclined position to intersect P 
at the vertex of the cone in elevation. The length 
of those lines from the ground line to C’E represents 
the true length of each line drawn on the end of the 
bath tub. To lay out the pattern for the curved end: 
From P as a center and distance PL, describe a short 
arc, intersecting the line PP’. Mark the point of inter- 
section by the figure 5. Revolve each point on the 
ground line and describe a short arc, then commencing 
at point 5 in the pattern sheet, space the distances be- 
tween the points of division on the semi-circle, cutting 
each arc in succession, as shown by 4-3-2-I on each 
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side of line PP’, giving the required shape of the 
bottom of the bath tub. Likewise revolve point E to 
intersect line PP’ at E’. Revolve each point on the 
line C’E, and describe arcs as shown. From the points 
I-2-3-4-5-4-3-2-1 in the pattern sheet draw lines to P, 
intersecting the arcs just drawn. Lines joining the 
points give the shape of the top of the bath tub. The 
pattern for the straight sides is found by spacing the 
distance ON from F to K, and from K draw an in- 
definite line, as shown. Draw a perpendicular from C’ 
to intersect the indefinite line at point M. Draw the 
line EM. Then FKEM is the pattern for each straight 
side. 

The pattern for the square end is merely a stop end 
and needs no further description. A piece of rod wire 
will stiffen the top of the bath tub. Laps must be al- 
lowed at the seams. 

The elevation of the points in small semi-circle are 


shown on line ‘C’E.

SHERARDIZING. 





Sherardizing is the name given a new process for 
the prevention of iron and steel corosion. While the 
results are the same as either hot or cold galvanizing, 
the method is said to be cheaper, more convenient, and 
gives a better coating. An interesting feature is that 
iron and steel can be coated with an even deposit of 
zinc at a temperature several hundred degrees below 
zinc’s melting point. The first step is to free the iron 
from scale and oxide by any familiar method. It is 
then placed in a closed iron receptacle charged with 
zinc dust, which is heated to a temperature of from 
500 to 600 degrees, turned for a few hours, and al- 
lowed to cool. On removing the iron it is found coat- 
ed with a thin homogeneous covering of zinc, the 
thickness depending on the temperature and the length 
of time. The temperature required is about 200 de- 
grees below the melting point of zinc, this low temper- 
ature rendering the process cheap as compared 
with the dipping process. It has the addi- 
tional advantage of not deteriorating the iron 
or steel of small sections to the same extent 
as hot galvanizing; and there is no loss of zinc dust. 
The process :s not limited to the coating of iron with 
zinc, since it has already been successfully applied to 
coating iron with copper, aluminium, and antimony. 
It has also been used to coat other metals, such as 
aluminium and copper with zinc. Copper and its 
alloys, treated in this way, are case hardened on the 
surface, and can be made so hard as to turn the edge 
of tool steel —Ex.

IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 

Chicago, January 26—The pessimistic indications of last 
week have been reversed. Transactions during the week un- 
der review give promise of stable prices for some time to 
come. Agricultural shapes and materials are most pronounced 
in their activity. Structural shapes and steel plates are also 
very strong. Mayor Dunne and the board of aldermen in 
Chicago have just authorized the construction of twelve new 
bridges for that city which will necessitate the purchase of at 
least 25,000 tons of steel plates and structural material. Eight 
of these proposed bridges will be built this year and the re- 
mainder as soon as possible. 

While many buyers are watching the pig iron market 
closely, anticipating a slump in values, their hopes have not 
been realized. Even Southern irons, which a week ago were 
slowly declining, are now holding fast to the schedule of 
$14.25, Birmingham, for No. 2 foundry. Nominal quotations 
are $14.50. Northern irons are still strong and one producer 
is now selling for the second half of the present year. The 
figure of $19.25, Chicago, for No. 2 foundry is the lowest 
quoted for Northern grades. Buying was not heavy during 
the week, but one lot of three thousand tons for Southern iron 
being recorded. There were several sales varying between 
five hundred and one thousand tons. Little Northern iron was 
bought. There are said to be heavy accumulations in fur- 
nace yards. : 

The American Steel & Wire Company has announced its 
withdrawal from the market and will not accept further or- 
ders for prompt delivery on wire rods. Its entire tonnage 
for the open market has been disposed of for some time in 
the future. Prices are stiffening, the last quotation being 
$36.00, Chicage, for Bessemer, and $37.00 for basic. Pre- 
miums are asked for prompt delivery. 

Bar iron has declined another 50 cents a ton and is now 
quoted by Chicago mills at 1.80c. The growing weakness of 
the old material market is responsible in a great measure for 
the decline. It is’ reported that even this lower schedule will 
be shaded on desirable orders. “New business is slow, but 
specifications heavy. Steel bars are very strong owing to 
heaving specifications 

It is expected that recent advances in sheets would cause 
a lull in this market. New business has increased, however, 
and specifications are quite heavy. At the present time the 
market is stronger than before the advance and perhaps for 
several months back. Prices are firm. No shading is re- 
ported. 

The scarcity of snow and a continuation of warm weather 
have reversed all calculations regarding old material. Wrought 
scrap declined sharply during the week and with the excep- 
tion of one or two materials, the decline is effected along the 
whole line. The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy issued a list 
covering four thousand tons, which was closed on January 
24th. Stove plate and light cast scrap is bought by large con- 
sumers at from $12.00 to $12.50 per net ton. 





PIG IRON. 

Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

The run of fair sized business keeps up, and while con- 
trasted with some recent weeks, the present one may be judged 
to be quiet. There are enough large inquiries and orders in- 
terspersed to keep all interested. Prices are firm. Consumers 
generally continue to report increased business, and conditions 
in all directions are most favorable. Several large consumers 
have bought heavily during the week; malleable and _ steel 
workers especially are consuming maximum tonnage. 

Interest in steel rails is unabated, about 50,000 tons hav- 
ing been ordered during the week. Most of this was by com- 
panies which have already purchased for 1906. 

The foundry trade reports business and prospects excel- 
lent and the demand for malleable and grey iron castings in- 
creasing. Pipe makers, steel plants and_ structural steel 
makers were the heaviest buyers during the past few days. 


Coke is easier. The wunseasonable weather running 
through the early winter had its culmination in two or three 
days of mid-summer temperature, and at the present time 
coke is being offered freely in all districts. Records for 1905 
show that the Connellsville and Lower Connellsville districts 
produced an aggregate of over 17,890,000 tons of coke, break- 
ing all previous records by several million tons; the year be- 
fore being 12,427,000 and 1903 13,345,000. At the close of the 
year there were 30,923 ovens in the region, with an estimated 
weekly production of about 377,000 tons. 

The car situation generally, in spite of reports to the 
contrary, does not improve and had winter weather reigned 
since the middle of November, conditions at the present time 
would be deplorable. As it is, Providence has been on the 
side of shippers ub to now and it is a question what the next 
few weeks will bring forth. 


Matthew Addy & Company --ill say in their weekly re- 
port: 

Tremendous activity in every branch of the iron trade, 
with producers and consumers alike rushed to the utmost, is 
the present situation. Usually Winter is a bitter enemy to the 
iron business. It interrupts its operations in many different 
ways. This year there has been no winter weather worth 
mentioning, and the iron trade has been going ahead making 
maximum records, and to-day the production of pig iron and 
the consumption of pig iron are both at high water mark. 
There is no indication of any end to the present situation. 
Indeed it has lasted so long now as to appear normal and 
customary. That the first half of the year is going to keep up 
the way things are at present is beyond question, because most 
of the business for the first six months of 1906 has already 
been booked. 

As far as actual business is concerned there is nothing 
very remarkable to chronicle this week. There has been fair 
buying all along the line. The purchasing has consisted of 
small lots of all kinds of iron for immediate shipment, evi- 
dently wanted by consumers who are short here and there. 
Then there has been the purchasing of 500 to 2,000 ton lots for 
shipment over the second quarter of the year. There is 
beginning to be quite a smart inquiry for shipment over the 
third quarter.. In the South the feeling is very general among 
the ironmasters that within a reasonably short time there will 
be an advance of from 50 cents to $1 per ton. As a matter 
of fact, the South is swept very nearly bare of iron. There 
is on furnace yards in the South not enough good foundry 
iroh to last the trade depending on that section twenty-four 
hours. Most of the furnaces are really behind on orders, and 
any kind of a buying movement will absolutely hopelessly 
swamp the furnaces in Tennessee and Alabama. 

There have been large sales of coke at lower prices than 
the ovens anticipated would be necessary. . The open winter 
has kept the prices of coke down, but it has made the supply 
plentiful, so the result in the long run is probably better for 
every one concerned.

At the present time pig tin is steady 
and the New York Metal Exchange fixed its settling price 
at 26.50c for January, and 36.37}2c for February and March. 
In Chicago small lots of pig tin are quoted at from 39c 
to 40c. 

“T he tin plate mills are working to as full capacity as the 
supply of black plates will permit. There is an active demand 
and prices are held firmly on the basis of $3.50. f. 0. b. mill, 
for prompt shipments. Chicago jobbers quote as follows,

COPPER. 


Extensive purchases of electrolytic and lake grades of 
refined copper were made by European consumers during the 
early part of the week from domestic producers. Prices 
average between 1834c and 18%4c for spot and nearby deliv- 
eries. The domestic market was dull. While the largest 
producers are sold for two or°three months in advance, the 
declining market has caused some consternation. Whether 
the extreme fluctuations in price are caused by speculation 
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entirely ‘is hard to determine. In Chicago lower prices are 
prevailing and casting copper is quoted at 1834¢ to 19%c. 
Lake copper is quoted at from 19%4c to 19%c. 

Chicago jobbers are holding firmly to the advanced sched- 
ule on brass products and the market is extremely strong. 
Copper is scarce and supplies are being guarded. Sheet brass 
is now quoted with a discount of 12% per cent. Brass rod is 
quoted at 15 and § per cent, brazed tubing at 25 per cent and 
sheet copper at 22c net base. The discount on wire brass is 
12% per cent. 


ADVANCE OF MIXED PAINTS. 


Manufacturers,of mixed paints have had a serious prob- 
lem to solve in the increasing cost of their product during 
the past two or three years. They have finally been forced 
to the conclusion that one of two courses must be adopted— 
either their paint must be cheapened or the price must be 
advanced. This dilemma was apparent two years ago, but 
it was then hoped that the high prices of material and labor 
were only temporary and that a reaction would set in that 
would restore manufacturing costs to their former level. 
But that hope has not been realized. On the contrary, prices 
of all raw materials have been further advanced, until the 
problem of doing business at a profit has become acute, and 
leading paint manufacturers have concluded that an advance 
in prices of mixed paints is.the only way out of the difficulty. 
A dozen or more paint manufacturers have advanced their 
prices 5c to 10c per gallon. 

It is said that one leading varnish manufacturer of this 
country uses 1,200 barrels of turpentine monthly—upwards of 
14,000 barrels a year. As compared with last year, turpen- 
tine is now selling at 10c ptr gallon higher, so that the in- 
creased cost to the manufacturer over last year on the single 
item of turpentine alone, is $6,000 a month, or $72,000 a year. 
In the case of the paint manufacturer the showing is still 
worse, as the cost of turpentine is now fully 20c greater than 
it was when the present price of mixed paints was fixed, 
some five years ago. That means that a large manufacturer 
of mixed paints, using 3,000 to 5,000 barrels of turpentine 
annually, is now paying for that one -item $30,000 to $50,000 
annually. in excess of its cost five years ago. On a consump- 
tion of 5,000 tons of lead annually he is paying $50,000 to 
$100,000 more than formerly. On 3,000 tons of zinc-he pays 
$30,000 more annually. 


CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 


Manufacturers of almost all lines of staple hardware have 
begun the new year with an extensive volume of orders on 
their books and, as the buying movement continues excellent, 
they are generally operating their factories and mills to their 
utmost capacity in the belief that jobbers and retailers will 
readily absorb the increasing output. Prices of all descrip- 
tions of goods are being very firmly held as a result of the 
decided advances in the iron, steel, copper and other metal 
markets. The leading manufacturers are sending out more 
salesmen to secure business than at any corresponding period 
in many years, and it is expected that these agents will soon 
turn in many new orders. 


Although prices have been advanced in many lines, heavy 
purchases by merchants in all sections of the country prove 
that such an upward movement in finished products has not 
tended to check buying. Many large jobbers covered the bulk 
of their requirements in steel sheets several weeks ago in an- 
ticipation of the advance which has recently become effective, 
but there are many more who are now laying in their sup- 
plies at the higher figures. Most of the jobbing interests 
have raised their prices on sheets to the retailer only $1, in- 
stead of $2, which was the advance adopted by the manu- 
facturers. 

Large contracts are being placed for barb wire and fenc- 
ing despite the higher quotations now prevailing on these 
products. The lowering of discounts on the list prices of 
picks and mattocks by some manufacturers has not yet become 
general, but this action will probably be generally recognized 
within a few days.
